Reuben Bullard born, December 22, 1792 in Caroline County, 
went to Woodford County in Kentucky in 1787. He married 
in 1803, Hlizabeth Gill, born October 30, 1779 near 
Charlestown, Virginia. 

They had eight children, among them, Elizabeth, Lucinda, 
Richard and Nancy J. Bullard. 

Reuben Bullard's father was also named Reuben and was 
in the Revolutionary War as a non-combatant. He made a 
gun, which he gave his above son, on which there is a 
brass plate on which is engraved, R. Be 1772. (A descrip- 
tion of the gun is given.)
